An Interesting Letter trom the Far 
West—Climate, Agriculture, 
Promises and Prospects. 


A Growing Region. 


| Correspondence of the Courier-Journal. | 
Denver, October 24, 1871. 

This far west a different character and forma, 
tion of country is reached; the climate and 
looks of the country have changed. We are in 
the territories, and people always speak of the 
East as the States.

The grass is alight 
brown, and he feels somehow as if he had 
got out of God's green earth and into a brown 
one; he is sure to Keep looking at that short, 
cooked-like, crisped-up butfalo grass, and 
wonder how any animal lives on it, and won’t 
be assured until he examines the cattle them- 
selves and sees they are as fat and sleek as 
any he ever saw onthe greenest pastures of 
the Fast. When the prairie grass in IIlinois 
and clsewhere in that region dries up in the 
fall, it is unfit for food; on the contrary, the 

rasses here do not lose their nutritious qual- 
ities probably in any degree by drying; but the 
steck retain their flesh suiliciently upon it, 
summer and winter, to be killed as good meat 
durtag the year. It is certain that much less 
bulk of grsss js needed here Lo sustain an ani- 
mal than in the Tast. 

GRAZING. 

Farms ofall kinds and sizes are called raneh- 
es; they speak of cattle ranches,sheep ranches. 
This business is regarded with much favor, 
and is increasing fast. I recollect having sev- 
eral conversations with Kit Carson at Wash- 
ington, the spring before he died, about the 
grazing qualities of the West. He said he 
preierred Colorado, and as a proof had set- 
tled here with his family, in order to keep 
stock. There is a strong mixture of Texas 
and Mexican both in cattle and sheep, though 
I find many good grade short-horn cattie and 
pure merino and Southdown sheep., The busi- 
ness is in its infancy, but it is destined to be- 
come great aud important. Water, though 
scarce on the plains, can be had; there 
are occasionally streams and little 
lakes _— sufficient stock b urposes, 
and very slight showers of rain. 
If one could believe the mirage look most 
always scen on the plains towards the hori- 
zon, there is an Ocean of water all round. The 
lay of the plains is usually favorable for 
stock; they uudulate and slope pleasantly. The 
grazing on the mountainsis good fora sum- 
mer—plenty of water and shade. On the low 
lands, near streams,a kind of grass crows 
which aflords very good hay. 

AGRICULTURE. 

In all valleys and elsewhere, where a com- 

mand of water can 2 for irrigation, large 

de., can be grown; corn 
does only tolerably well; wheat yields 
remarkably white flour. Vegetables grow 
singularly large and fine by frrigation; the 
largest and best potatoes, cabbage, beets, tur- 
nips, pumpkins, melons, tomatoes, &., are 
produced in abundance. 

8 FRUITS. 

I see no fruit trees in bearing, though there 
may e; they are being planted and expe -ted 
to succeed. Meantime the supply of pe cles, 
grapes, pears and apples from California and 
Missouri is most plent ful. 

DENVER,

Coal is convenient and in cheap supply. 
The Platte river flows through this town, and 
is used for water- works. Real estate market 
is excited and growth rapid. The people are 
agreeable; I hear of no roughs—all seems or- 
der and quictness, with brisk business. The 
city is 12 miles from the mountains, but doesn’t 
look ove-third of that to the eye of a stranger. 
The view is so commanding and distinct along 
the mighty Rockies for one hundred miles, it 
forms a marked feature. The day I drove in 
was warm, more than 80 in the shade. There 
was a long, heavy ridge of snow in conspieu- 
ous sight. Byron speaks of crowning Mount 
Blanc the monarch of mountains, on a throne 
of rocks, with a robe of clouds anda diadem 
of snow. 1 don't think it could be prettier 
than the Denver on that day—the bright rays 
of the sun glanced and sparkled on it and 
made many a hue. 

The streets are graded, but no paye- 
ment; some sidewalks are plang- 
ed; yet it is good walking und driving. 
There is such an cxcellent bed of gravel on 
those plains, and sodry that the earth will 
support any load. If tead of Scotland, 
Jobn McAdam had lived in Colorado, he 
would never have macadamized roads, 

THE MOUNTAINS AND THE CLIMATE, 

I took a six-horse stage into the mountains 
forty miles, to Central City, over a very pre- 
cipitous and dapgerous-looking road, with 
fine scenery. e town, or scveral small places 
joining, occupy ove strect for four miles—a 
deep, narrow guich or valley—and contains 
six thousand people. The mines are indicated 
by eight-feet openings on either side all along 
the mountains. You pass the usual smelting 
mills, stam mills, gulch washings, 
and so forth, wi a mountain stream 
tumbling along, very turbid, because every- 
body has uscd it, as it passed. Scarce one 
tree, or brush. or sign of vegetation is scen; 
they are the rockies, and weil named. It isa 
mining town, doing considerable business; 
people obliging and orderly; stores handsome, 
and selling most éverythi that in New 
York. In the middle of September people 
were going sbout with linen coate, and in 
their shirt sleeves. Yet the altitude above 
the sea is 8,300 fect. Now, allow me to re- 
mind you that that of the great St. Bernard 
in Switeerland, the highest inhabited house in 
Europe, is only 8,150 feet standing among 
everlasting : 
exist, merely to assist and reseue those who 
venture on the Alps. The difference is all the 
vreater, because at Central city the ordi: 
cercal avd vegetable crops mature fully, and 
it is a pleasant climate to live in 

Hithcito it has been said and believed that 
the highest inhabited crty in the world was 
«ulto, in the Republic of Feuador; the highest 
mountain in Scotland is 4,368 feet, but it is not 
habiteble near that height ih that climate. In 
Europe they say 880 fect altitude changes cli- 
mate about as much as a degree of latitude. 
Withiy 100 miles from Denver we have the 
towns of Fairplay, 10,040 feet hich; Mo- 
on ery, 10,80 feet, and Ereckinndge, 10,000; 
oH higher than Quito; mining towns, with com- 
fortable climates live in, but beyond veg- 
ctables and berriés Httle will mature. Why is 
it co comparatively mild here at these 
titudes? cannot compare them with the 
Allegbenians, for want of the same heighis,;

are in operation, well-fitted up, at Idaho and 
Colorado City, for invalids, and large num- 
bers go there in summer, and are still there, 
as the weather is fine.

SCIENCE AND INVENTION. 


Tue Connecticut River VALLEY GLACIER 
and glacicral movements in New 1 gop gen- 
erally are discussed by Prof Dana of Yale col- 
lege in a recent number of the American 
Journal of Science. He holds, with Agassiz, 
to the theory of a continental glacier coveri 
the temperate and arctic regions of Nort 
America and having a general southerly court e. 

Prof Dana shows that all the large valleys of 
New Kugland had their separate glaciers, form- 
ing the under part of the great continental 
glacier, cither when it was at its greatest thick- 
ness or after its partial decline.
